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CABLE TV TOWER 
IN MAGOFFIN WAS 
DYNAMITED, SAID 


Efforts are being made to eet 
West Liberty Radio Station 
W-L-K-S back on the air after 
it was silenced Wednesday 
morning of last week by ex¬ 
plosions that damaged its trans¬ 
mission tower and transmitting 
equipment in Neal Valley 1 '/< 
miles west of town. 

State Police and FBT agents 
investigated the dynamiting last 
week, but their findings have 
not been revealed, except a 
statement by State Police Det¬ 
ective Clyde Thomas that sec¬ 
tion of partly burned detonat¬ 
ing fuse had been found at the 
scene. 

He said two “moderately 
heavy” blasts had damged the 
base of the transmission tower 
and had wrecked the transmit¬ 
ting equipment inside a small 
concret block building about 
100 feet from the tower. Guy 
lines, however, held the tower 
erect, and damage to it was 
not great, officers said. 

Major damage was to trans 
mitting equipment inside the 
concrete block building, and 
workers commenced Tuesday re¬ 
building the damaged structure. 

C. C. Smith, local chiroprac 
tor and owner of the station, 
said he could not estimate when 
the station would get back on 
the air, explaining that it will 
depend a lot on the weather 
and how soon auxiliary trans¬ 
mitting equipment can be ob¬ 
tained and installed. 

The Federal Communications 
Commission will have an en¬ 
gineer from Lexington to help 
with the work, he said. 

The blasts occurred about 3 
a.m. Wednesday morning of last 
week, but the incident was not 
discovered until about 6:30 
when station personnel went to 
work in the station's studio on 
Ruth Avenue near the high 
school in West Liberty. 

State Trooper Kenneth Bur¬ 
ton was called, and officers and 
station personnel blocked off 
the area at the transmission 
tower. Later, FBI agent Bob 
Stowe arrived to assist with the 
investigation. Sheriff James 
Brooks was called in about mid¬ 
afternoon. 


SALYERSVILLE, KY. — The 
Cable TV base station and tow¬ 
er atop Mason Creek hill in 
Magoffin county was badly 
damaged by a blast several days 
ago, and Mike Little, manager 
of the Licking Valley Cable, 
Inc., of Melvin, owner of the 
cable TV system, has offered 
a $500 reward for information 
leading to conviction of the 
person who placed the dyna¬ 
mite. The tower was on top of 
Mason Creek Hill near Royal- 
ton.

BY STATE AGENTS 


MOREHEAD — A $4 to $7 
million pilot housing project, 
originally planned for Corbin, 
has been switched to Morelicad, 
Mayor William H. Laync told 
city council this week. 

“This is about as certain as I 
any federal project could be,” I 
lie told members. 

The 16-county demonstration 
center is built around a theme 
of aid to the handicapped and 
housing for the elderly. It also 
delves into teaching, college 
students, mental health, nurs¬ 
ing. teacher aides and other 
facets. 

Planning is designed around j 
12 areas of concern, housing, 
rehabilitation, blind, mental 
health and day care, retarda¬ 
tion, behavorial science, deaf, 
orthopedic, court services, gui¬ 
dance, vocational and geriatries. 

The facility for the program 
calls for 10 housing units in 25 
quadrangles. An estimated 150 
to 200 instructors would be 
needed. 

Factors which brought about 
the switch to Morchcad includ¬ 
ed its university, health servic¬ 
es, St. Claire Medical Center, 
availability of 40 acres of land, 
and area low income require¬ 
ments.

Agents of the Motor Trans¬ 
portation Department were in 
Morgan County Tuesday to 
check complaints of overweight 
coal trucks hauling coal from 
two strip-mine operations in 
northeastern Morgan county, 
and they found 24 truckers in 
violation of state laws. 

Each trucker was given a cit¬ 
ation to appear before County 
Judge Allen. 

Nineteen citations were for 
overweight loads, two for oper¬ 
ating trucks without licenses 
and three for operating without 
fuel permits. Fourteen of the 
truckers were from Johnson 
county, four from Perry, four 
from Floyd and two from Law¬ 
rence. 

Of the 1!) charged with over¬ 
weight, most were found to be 
around 30,000 pounds over¬ 
weight. The overweights rang¬ 
ed at 23,000 pounds to 48.000 
pounds above weight limits for 
Kentucky Highway 172 (the 
Eikfork-Paint Creek road.) 

The trucks were hauling 
strip-mined coal from two new 
operations in Morgan — the 
Tripplc Elkhorn Mining Co. 
headed by Harry B. Ranicr of 
Prestonsburg, which is strip¬ 
ping ridgetop scams on the 
right fork of Straight CrccK, 
and the Borders Coal Company 
which is stripping coal along 
a ridge between Cindcas Creek 
and Smith Creek in the eastern 
part of the county. 

The Ranier company is hav¬ 
ing its coal transported from 
the rght fork of Straight Creek 
over to the head of Laurel and 
down the Laurel Creek road to 
172 west of Crockett, thence to 
the C & O at Van Lear. 

The Borders firm is hauling 
its coal down Smith Creek to 
Ky-172 just west of Relief, then 
to Kentucky Power Company's 
electric plant near Louisa. 

Motor Transportation agents 
chocked the trucks at a point 
on Ky-172 near Relief. 


AMBULANCE FIRM REDUCES RATES 
ON EMERGENCY SUBSCRIPTIONS 


Measure Required 
To Keep Firm Solvent 
Spokesman Announces 


Beginning this week, Mor¬ 
gan Ambulance Service is 
offering its emergency ambu. 
lance subscriptions for half 
price. 

The subscriptions, which 
normally aire sold for $30, are 
being offered for $15 per sub. 
scriber and cover the cost of 
all emergency ambulance ser¬ 
vice for the subscriber and 
his family throughout the re¬ 
mainder of 1971. 

The offer is good through 
July 15. 

According to Paul Motley, 
who, with his son and s<>n-in- 
law, established the ambulance 
firm after local funeral homes 
discontinued ambulance ser¬ 
vice laist year, the reduction 
in price of subscriptions is an 
effort to keep the firm solvent. 

Motley said that sale of the 
subscriptions has been the 
only thing that has kept the 
firm from going under. 

“Without outside help,” h-e 
said, “there is no way to bring 
in enough money to meet ex¬ 
panses. We are making an 
average of about 30 to 35 
runs a month now and col- 


j lections from individuals has 
j improved in recent months.' 1 

But even with current "im¬ 
proved collections,” Motley 
j said, income is insufficient to 
J meet expenses. "It has been 
f the sale of the emergency am- 
j bulanee subscriptions that has 
j kept us going.” 

He said the firm has ex- 
I plored nearly every means of 
j obtaining additional help, but 
so far no county, state or fed¬ 
eral program has appeared 
I interested in subsidizing the 
firm—the county’s only am¬ 
bulance service. 

As it is, only the firm’s 
ambulance attendant is paid 
a regular salary, Motley said. 

Motley pointed out that in 
addition to free emergency 
ambulance service, subscription 
holders are emtitled to reduced 
rates ambulance runs which 
®hey or their family may re¬ 
quire, 

persons who have purchased 
subscriptions are charged $45 
per trip from West Liberty to 
Ashland or Lexington rather 
than the regular $65 Charge- 
Subscribers pay $35 per trip 
to Moreihcad rather than the 
$45 normal charge. And all 
ambulance runs inside Morgan 
County cost subscribers $29 
ratiher than the normal $30.

Three thousand letters con¬ 
taining free membership cards 
and postage-free return en¬ 
velopes were mailed to (Mor¬ 
gan citizens June 10 bui direc¬ 
tors say membership is lagg¬ 
ing far behind expectations. 

Rev. Steve Bliffen, chairman, 
expressed puzzlement at the 
lack of intdrest since charter 
members are immediately as¬ 
sured of cost-free blood in 
emergencies for themselves 
and four other persons, either 
family members or oilier de¬ 
signated persons. The only 
charge, he said, is a small 
processing fee. 

The only requirement is that 
members must donate one pint 
of blood once every four years, 
alnd coverage begins immedi¬ 
ately upon signing a member¬ 
ship card whether you have 
given blood or not. 

And there is no limit to the 
amount of blood a member 
can draw from the blood bank, 
he said. 

Persons who sign up after 
June 30, Bliffen said, v/ill have 
to wait 30 days before being 
permitted to draw blooa. 

All Morgan County citizeni 
who are at least 18 years of 
age are eligible to participate, 
Bliffen said. If you ere over 
65 years of age, you n.ay not 
donate blood but still may en. 
loll in the club if you are 
able to furnish a substitute 
dorvor. 

Blood donations will bo 
made at a mobile unit dis¬ 
patched to West Liberty by 
the Contral Kentucky Blood 
Center, Lexington, at a later 
time, Bliffen said, at which 
time one-fourth of the local 
Blood Bank members will be 
scheduled for their initial do¬ 
nations. No one will be re¬ 
quired to donate a second time 
until the entire membership 
has completed donations. 

Bliffen also stated that ar¬ 
rangements have been made 
that permit your blood donor 
credits to be honored almost 
anywhere in the continental 
United States where there is 
a blood bank. This means that 
your blood beneficiaries do not 
have to live in this area to 
qualify for coverage. 

June 30 is the deadline for 
charter memberships Those 
who join after that date will 
be required to wait 30 days 
before coverage begins, Bliffen 
leminded.

CATTLE ON ROLLING 
HILLS — Warren Thompson. 
University of Kentucky fiorage 
specialist, says Kentucky’s 
agricultural progress is tied to 
forage production. He says 
future progress must c«me 
from the growing of grass on 
our rolling land and feeding 
it to cattle. According to 
Thompson, Kentucky has over 
nine million acres of farm¬ 
land that is not suitable fo r 
growing row crops, and there¬ 
fore rihould be utilized for 
production of grass crops. It 
now takes about six acres in 
Kentucky to support one beef 
cow and calf. Thompson says 
with proper practices, this 
could be cut in half, allowing 
our beef numbers to be doubl¬ 
ed. Along with having land 
that should be used for grow¬ 
ing grasses. Kentucky has the 
plus factors of greater mois¬ 
ture and a longer growing 
season not enjoyed bv some 
states in the traditional cattle 
belt.

Massie, U of K tobacco specia- 
| list, told the Burley Auction 
Warehouse Association meeting 
in Lexington last week that 
Kentucky’s hurley crop may be 
smaller than usual this year.

STATE POLICE 
DRUG UNIT WILL 
GO UNDERGROUND 


Governor Nunn has announc¬ 
ed a $100,000 grant from the 
U.S. Department of Justice to 
help the Kentucky State Police 
begin an intensified campaign 
against illegal drug sales. 

The goverenor said members 
of the newly created narcotics 
enforcement unit will go “un¬ 
derground” to combat the 
growing market in illegal drugs 
in Kentucky. 

Officers will wear mod cloth¬ 
ing when necessary, drive rent¬ 
ed automobiles and keep under 
surveillance fields where mari¬ 
juana grows wild. 

The unit plans to spend more 
than 10 per cent of the grant 
to pay informers who make un¬ 
dercover purchases for use as 
evidence. 

The state will put up $31,604 
in matching funds for the pro¬ 
ject. The grant is for one year. 

Maj. Robert C. McKinney, 
head of the narcotics unit, said 
stress will be placed on “get¬ 
ting the pusher. 

“We don’t arrest the user,” 
lie said. “We’re after the sour¬ 
ce.” McKinney said the unit 
will "most definitely” concen¬ 
trate its work in the cities.
